Two recesses were had in

were held with a view to bringing about a 
change. Speeches were made in the cau­ 
cus prophesying defeat all round and 
throwing the Senatorship in the hands of 
the enemy, but neither the conferences 
nor the speeches changed a vote. 
Senator 
Bailey made an earnest speech in favor of 
the caucus casting two ballots, each mem­ 
ber naming on the ballot his first and sec- , 
ond choice. 
Ile thought this would give! 
them some idea hjw the contest might re­ 
sult in case their first choice could not be j 
secured. 
This 
was 
voted 
down, i 
and 
the 
idea 
was 
ridiculed 
by the Keyes men. A motion was then ! 
made, that after casting ten more ballots, I 
the members might consider themselves ' 
absolved from all pledges, and vote for the 
man of their choice, intimating that many 
were vjting by contract and not voting the j 
sentiments of their constituents. 
This 
motion, which was too ridiculous to be 
entertained, was reported to Carpenter’s 
headquarters, when the ex-Senator smiled 
and exclaimed, “ Well, that is certainly a 
brilliant idea—to cast sixty ballots, and 
then commence to vote honestly.” 
It is 
needless to say that the motion was not 
carried. 
TUE OUTLOOK. 
It is clearly evident that the Senatorial 
question is aa muddled as ever. 
The work 
which has been done eau 
furnish no idea 
of how the matter will end. 
There Is no 
giving away, no thought of compromise, 
and no lull placed in the 
success of 
a dark horse. Tao Carpenter men are uot 
discouraged over the work which Las been 
done, and the Milwaukee men confidently 
assert that Matt, will be the next United 
States Senator. They do not propose to 
yield an inch 1 1 ground, and if it is mc,sm­ 
eary they will permit the question to be 
taken to the joint convention on Tuesday 
next without a nominalton. 
Toe other 
candidates will do the same thing, aDd it 
may be considered a settled fact that the 
caucus on Monday night will make no I 
nomination. 
It is claimed that Carpenter’s j 
chances will show up the beat in the joint | 
convention—that seventeen of the Dem - 
ocrats refusing to go into the Democratic 
caucus last night, is quite significant. 
The 
friends of Senator Howe are as unyielding 
as those of Carpenter and Keyes, and have 
no fears of submitting the matter to the 
convention without a choice being made 
by the caucus. Among the more promi­ 
nent of Howe’s supporters there still con­ 
tinues the opinion that at least two-thirds 
of the Carpenter aud Keyes vote are fav­ 
orable to Mr. Howe as a second choice, and 
on this ground they base their hopes of his 
final success. 
I think, however, 
this 
opinion lacks support, though Speaker 
Kelly and Colonel Sawyer are among the 
number who firmly believe that Howe can 
draw enough strength from Carpenter and 
Keyes to give him aa election. 


OX THE OTHER HAND 
the Keyes men are equally confident that 
their leader will draw sufficient votes from 
the others to elect. 
They are bold and 
hopeful .and never think of compromise 
unless it is that which will result to Keyes' 
benefit. Because be has a plurality of three 
or four, they argue that that is a substan­ 
tial reason why both Carpenter and Howe 
should surrender to him. 
When they talk 
so earnestly about giving the Democrats 
the power to cho >se a Senator, when they 
appeal to the Republicans not to disgrace 
the party nor the Slate by allowing the 
Democrats to control the great question.

failures in 1878- 


N ew Y o rk , Jan. 13.—The usual compi­ 
le. ion of statistics c incoming the failures 
in the Untied Slates and Canada, made by 
Duo, Barlow A, Cc.’s Mercantile Agency, 
is given for 1878. 
Its general features are 
as follows: The cumber of failures last 
year reached the unparalleled figure of 
10,478. or IO per cent more than the pre­ 
vious year. The liabilities were also uupre 
cedeuted, being $234,383,132, or nearly 19 
percent more thau mr the year before. The 
average amount of liabilities was Increased 
from $21,491 to $22,309. 
The average was 
the highest m the Middle States ($29,788), 
and smallest in the southern (18,092). The 
failures were much the most numerous in 
the first quarter of the year, and, though 
more in the third than secvind, in the last 
quarter^hey fell to 1,800, with liabilities of 
only $37,172,003. This relation between the 
different periods of the year is certainly 
encouraging, but, as the agency points out, 
the outlook tor business men is 
still far 
from cheerful. 
Expenses are large. 
In­ 
solvent l&ws are confused 
and uncertain; 
competition is severe, and the trades are 
overcrowded. 
Against this the most en­ 
couraging tacts are the resumption of 
specie payments and the very large in­ 
crease lu the number OI persons engaging 
in tanning, as shown by the amount of 
land taken up for cultivation.

T h e B i l l G iv in g B a c k F a y to S o ld ie r s 
a n d S a ilo r * o f t h e L a te W a r . 
The following bill which has just passed 
the S e n a te and gone to the President for 
his sig n a tu r e is of the greatest importance 
to every pensioner. It is estimated that 
the expenditures herein provided for will 
amount to $20,000,000 which will be distrib­ 
uted among 50,000 fam ilies: 
AN ACT to provide that all pensione on account 
of death or wounds received or disease con­ 
tracted in the service of the United States dar- 
!ug the late war of the rebellion, which have 
been granted, or which shall hereafter be grant­ 
ed, snail commerce lrom the date of death or 
discharge from the service of the United States, 
aud tor the payment of arrears, pensions, and 
other purposes. 
Be it enacted, etc., that all persons which 
have been granted under the general law 
resulting pensions, or may hereafter be 
granted in consequence of the death from 
causes which originated in the United 
States service during the continuance of 
the late war of the rebellion, or in conse­ 
quence of wounds, injuries, or disease re­ 
ceived or contracted in said service during 
sail war of the rebellion, shall commence 
from the date of discharge from said ser­ 
vice of the person on whose account the 
claim has been, or may hereafter be grant­ 
ed, or from the termination of the right of 
the party having a prior title to such pen­ 
sion ; provided the rate of pension for the 
intervening time for which arrears of pen­ 
sions are hereby granted shall be the same 
per month for which the pension was 
originally granted. 
Bec. 2. 
That tho 
Commissioner of 
Fungous is hereby authorized and directed 
to adopt such rules and regulations for the 
payment, of arrears of pensions hereby 
granted, as will be necessary to cause to be 
paid to such pensioners, or if pensioners 
shall have died, to the person or persons 
entitled to the same, all such arrears of 
pension as the pensioner may be, or would 
have been entitled to under this act.

that the 
disease or injury which resulted in disabil­ 
ity or death of the person on whose account 
the claim is made originated In the service 
and in the line of duty, and if such evidence 
is deemed satisfactory by the officers, to 
whom it may be submitted, he shall cause 
the record of the fact so proved to be made 
and a copy of the same transmitted to the 
Commissioner of Pensions, and the bar to 
the prosecution of the claim shall thereby 
be removed, and the same is hereby re­

The reply once made to 
the question, “ Who is the most perfect sail- 
or ?“ illustrates the point. Jack Tar, be­ 
fore the mast splices a rope, steers the ship, 
or rows a boat with perfect skill. Precip­ 
itated into the sea, he rides the waves 
without lear and is saved, where a lands­ 
man would be lost. Swaying to and fro on 
the yard arm in a tempest, he reefs the sails 
with imperturbable coolness, and braves 
danger in many forms with composure, 
where a novice would perish. Yet he is 
far from being a perfect sailor. Other 
men are patiently working in the national 
observatories of Londoajand Washington, 
preparing the nautical almanac. Maps 
aud charts,—indicating the shoals and 
reefs and coasts, and indicating the laws 
governing the winds and currents,—are 
prepared with great study and care. 
By 
these 
aids 
and 
appliances 
which 
science 
has 
evolved, 
the 
mariner can readily reckon almost the 
precise spot on the ocean his vessel occu­ 
pies. 
But the 
scientitle school whose 
research has rendered all this possible, is 
not aa efficient manner. 
The man who 
represents toe perfect sailor is he who 
unites the highest practical aptness and 
akill in working his ship with tho compre­ 
hension that enables him to use all the 
deductions of nautical science. 
It is a 
union of skill and scientific knowledge 
which makes him a master of his calling. 
The application suggests itself. In farming 
the highest and most extensive knowledge 
of all known natural laws pertaining to this 
great pursuit, combined with eminent skill 
energy, industry and economy, makes the 
most perfect farmer. 
The evidences are constantly multiplying 
that farmers are coming to understand 
this important fact. Agriculture 
as 
science is coming lo the fore with long 
strides. It is the science of the future, tor 
there is not within the scope of man s ob­ 
jects and pursuits any calling that demands 
more of science for its successful prosecu 
Hon. 
In every department of 
rural 
enconomy science stands at the threshhold, 
and invites an investgation of the precesses 
by which the highest success may be 
attained; and he who "gains and employs 
the most knowledge of his pursuit, in any 
branch of rural industry, will^realize the 
fairest reward for his labor. 
The farmer of the future will kn ow more 
of the laws which govern in the varied 
operations of nature that attach to all de­ 
partments of his calling. Ile will plow 
with more reasonable expectations 
ol 
reaping bountiful harvests, for he will 
know more of the nature and condition of 
his soils ; he will cultivate better and more 
effectively, for he will have a clear under­ 
standing of what is inquired. He will 
know more of vegetable pnysiology, or the 
peculiarities and habits of difiereLt plants 
which require his care and culture,as well 
as of noxious growth?, and therefore will 
possess knowledge winch will insure better 
returns from the former, and render the 
extermination of the latter more certain. 
He will possess valuable information in 
regard to instcts that prey up la his held* 
and flocks and easily distinguish the friend­ 
ly sorts lrom the noxious tribes. He will 
possess a greater knowledge of animal 
physiology and pathology, and hence se­ 
cure comparative immunity from heavy 
losses, that are now of daily occurrence. 
In short he will walk in the light which 
science will shed around, his footsteps, and 
wonder that the world was so slow to grasp 
and profit by facts and truths in nature, 
which though simple were unknown or 
unappreciated. Let us ail—farmers, ag­ 
ricultural schools and colleges, societies, 
clubs and associations of every description 
pertaining to rural industries, and last, 
though not least, the agricultural press— 
push on the car of progress and remit no 
effort to place thii—the greatest and

P h i l a d e l p h i a , Jan. 12—A report of the 
condition oi the American iron trade for 
the past year has just been completed by 
James M. Swank, Secretary of the Ameri­ 
can Iron and Steel Association. 
It states 
that tho production of pig-iron in the 
United States in 1877 was 2,314,583 tons, 
and in 1878 was 2,332,000 ton?. Pennsyl­ 
vania shows an increase of over 100,000 
tons, while Ohio shows a decrease of over 
30,000 tons. In 1S7S Pennsylvania made 
more than 50 per ceut of the total produc­ 
tion of pig-iron in tne United States. 
At 
the close of 1877 there were in the United 
States 7IG blast furnaces, of which 270 were 
in blast and -IIG were out of blast. 
At the 
close of 1873 there were 700 furnaces, of 
which 200 were in blast and 440 out of 
blast. These figures, taken in connection 
with those of the production above given, 
indicate an increased average production of 
active furnaces in 1878 over 1877. During 
1878 there weie eighteen furnaces torn 
down, burned down, or otherwise taken 
out of the active list, and there were two 
new furnaces erected, one in Ohio and one 
in Tennessee, showing a net decrease in 
the year of sixteen furnaces. 
The stock 
of pig iron on hand unsold at the close of 
1877 amounted to 642,351 net tons. At the 
close of 1878 they were very much less, 
being about 516,000 tons. At the close of 
1873 the stocks aggregated 687,793 tons. In 
the whole of Pennsylvania there was a 
decrease in 1873 of about 30,000 tons, al­ 
though in the Lehigh Valiev there was an 
increase of about 13,000 tons. There was a 
decrease in New York of about 24,000 tons; 
in Ohio of about 17,000 tons, and a marked 
decrease in Milligan, Missouri, aud other 
States. The shrinkage in stocks was re* 
maikably uniform in all producing States, 
and it is very significant of the caution 
which characterized this branch of the iron 
trade throughout the year. 
No State ma­ 
terially increased its stocks in 1373. 
The 
consumptlou and production of pig iron, 
as well as the reduction of stocks, were 
greater in 1373 'ban during the previous 
year. 
A careful estimate shows the production 
was increased about 70,000 tons. 
Stocks 
were decreased about 126.000, and con 
sumption increased about I: 5,000 tons. This 
indicates that the rolling mills were more 
steadily employed during the past year 
than in the year preceding. 
Some of the 
reasons for this increased activity are the 
improvements in iron ship and bridge 
building, the requirements of the New 
York Elevated Railroads, and the large 
manufacture of locomotive and railroad 
cars. Ten out of eleven steel works were 
busily engaged in the production of steel 
rails during the entire year, and other steel 
works were also active. The prosperity of 
agricultural interests—two good consecu­ 
tive crops having been procured—and the 
general revival of business throughout the 
latter hall of the past year, were influences 
which favorably affected the iron trade of 
the country. The exhibit, in connection 
with the production of Bessemer is par­ 
ticularly gratifying, equaling, perhaps, that 
of Great Britain during the war. 
la 1877 the production of iron rails 
amounting to 332,540 net tons, which was 
a great reduction lrom :the production of 
187G, which was 467,168,'tous. lo 1878 this 
decliue was wholly arrested, the produc­ 
tion during (he year being fully as great as 
in 1877, and probably.* few thousand tons 
greater. In 1877 the production of Besse­ 
mer steel ingots was 5G0.5S7 net tons, and 
the production of Bessemer rails was 432,- 
169 tons. In 187S the production of ingots 
was about 730,000 net tons, and the weight 
of Bessemer rails produced was about 600, 
OOO net tons. Putting the pron and steel 
rail products of the year together we have 
in round numbers a total of 939,000 net 
tons as the rail product of the year. This 
product has oaly once been exceeded in 
our history (in 1872), when the product 
reached 1,000,000 net ton?. In 1879 we 
will probably ^cqual even that immense 
product. 
The decline in price of pig iron during 
the year was #1.50 a ton, and on bar iron 
it was one-tenth of a cent per pound, or 
#2 24 a ton, Iron and steel rails sold dur­ 
ing the year at average prices which were 
higher than the quotations in January. 
The only discouraging feature of .the iron 
trade of 1873 is that which relates to 
prices. In both pig iron and steel rails 
there was an improvement, but rn pig and 
bar iron there was a decline from the ex­ 
ceptionally low prices of 1377. 
The report concludes as follows: “The 
old year, taken all lo all, was a more active 
and prosperous year tor the American iron 
trade than either 1376 or 1877. 
There 
was improvement in the demand tor all 
iron and steel products and prices, al­ 
though not satislactory, were all main­ 
tained, 
except 
in 
the case of pig 
iron. This branch of the trade has had a 
hard struggle, and many furnaces have 
been run without profit. The new year 
opens with the promise of a still more 
active aud more prosperous business for 
our iron aud steel manufactures than the 
old year gave to them. 
Business is in 
fewer hands, and the home competition 
cannot be so desperate as it has been. For­ 
eign competition for tho present is not to 
be dreaded. Prices, it is hoped, are at last 
at the lowest point to which they can pos­ 
sibly fall, while the unmistakable and un­ 
deniable revival of general prosperity 
throughout thee >unlry gives every assur­ 
ance of the continuance of the increased 
demand for iron and steel which charac­ 
terized the old year.”

The London Dairyman gives the follow­ 
ing directions for tusking this variety of 
cheese which is in great repute in Eng­ 
land : 
Take a quart ut cream, and ii not desired 
to be very rich, add thereto tine pint of 
new mi’k; warm it in hot water till it is 
about the heat oi milk from the cow, aud a 
tablespoonful of reuntt, let it stand till 
thick; then break slightly with a spoon 
and place it in the frame in which you 
have previously put a fine canvas cloth; 
press it lightly with a weight; let it stand a 
few hours, then put a finer cloth in the 
frame, and shift tne cheese into it. Sprin­ 
kle a little salt over the cloth. 
It will be 
fit for use in a day or two. 
To make a 
rich cream cheese without rennet, take 
auy quantity of cream and put it into a 
wet place for seven or eight days. 
Then 
take it from the cloth aud put it into a 
mold in another ciotu with a weight upon 
it for two or three days longer. 
Turn 
twice a day. and it will be fit tor use. Or, 
take a quart of fresh cream and a pint ot 
warm new milk; a bit of sugar, and a little 
rennet. Set near the fire till the curd 
comes; fill a vat made in the form of a 
brick, of wheat straw or rushes sewn to­ 
gether; rest the vat on a square of straw or 
rushes, and cover it with another square, 
the vat being open top and bottom. Next 
day take it out. turn daily till dry, from one 
board to another, cover with nellies or 
clean dock leaves, and put between two 
pewter plates to ripen.

i The Time to Cut Timothy- 


In our reported the Illinois Dairymen's 
Association meeting, one oi the members 
was made to say that the best ..time to cut 
timothy was “when the seed began to tall.” 
A correspondent from Crystal Lake, Wis., 
writes us to inquire whether that is correct, 
or whether instead ot fall, it should not 
read fill. 
We are unable to say now’, al­ 
though the presumption is that it is cor- I 
red as printed. It is possible, but not V e ry I 
probable, that the proof reader made a J 
mistake. Opinions differ w idely as to the ; 
Pest time for culling timothy, and it is 
altogether "probable iuat this gentleman 
believes that when the seed begluc to fall 
j 
is the best time. We do not, however, 1 
agree with him, ii that is his opinion. Our ; 
own opinion is similar to that which our j 
correspondent suggests as being his, that j 
the best time lo cut timothy i9 when the j 
seed begins to fill, or soon after lull blos­ 
som. This is the ‘general practice at least 
among some of the very best farmers in 
the c juutry. Ii the grass is left uulil the 
seed has ripened, the hay will no doubt 
weigh heavier, and 1. is said that it is the 
custom of some who sell most of their hay 
to cut it after the seed has ripened, for this 
purpose. 
As the matter under consideration was 
brought forward at a dairy meeting, it is 
proper to remark that grass cut when in 
blossom is greatly tpreferred by cows to 
that which is not cut uotil later, and that 
it will make more and belter milk there is 
not a particle of doubt. 


The late, severe cold snap of weather has 
been very trying to every living thing, and 
the fowls felt it as well as any domestic 
animal. A great many, however, seldom 
think that a fowl bas any difficulty in keep 
ing warm, and so let them shift for them- 
selve , roosting in cold places, and furnish­ 
ing them little protection, either, during 
the day or night. This is all wrong. Every 
farm should have a good comfortable hen­ 
nery, and ii any of our readers should not 
be provided with such a desirable thing, 
it would be very profitable to take some 
nails, boards and a hammer, and at once 
proceed to patch up the hennery, if there is 
one, and if there is not, to build one. When 
the temperature bas been as low as it has 
for some time past, the feet and combs are 
in great danger of being lrozen, unless the 
fowls arc protected, and very large num­ 
bers have died during some cold winters. 
There is such a thing, however, as tak­ 
ing too good care of fowls, and injuring 
them by kindness. Prof. Welch in tne last 
issue of the Times, says upon this subject: 
“Breeders of flue fowls not ^frequently 
have stoves in their poultry houses, ready 
to fire up when the weather is unusually 
severe. 
Unless the houses are very clean 
they may do more harm lhau good, as 
they will cause tho air to be filled with 
noxious gashes. It artificial heat is resort­ 
ed to for warming poultry houses, great 
care should be taken nut lo get the tem* 
perjure too high. If a stove is put in a 
poultry house, a ventilator should be put in 
the roof. Placing coals in an open vessel 
in a poultry room is iikely to kill the fowls 
by the carbonic acid and gas generated. A 
barn cellar having glass windows on the 
south, is the best place for poultry during 
the severe cold weather. 
It 
is not 
likely to be either too cold or too warm for 
their comfort. If an ordinary poultry house 
has windows on the south and east sides ll 
m ay be rendered very comfortable if there 
are no cracks in the walls. 
lf a portion of the floor is covered to the 
thickness of a foot or more with clean loose 
straw it will greatly aid the fowls in keep­ 
ing warm. if bundles or straw be placed 
on end, fowls will crawl between them and 
keep warm. 
In Norway, it is said, roosts 
are made lur fowls in Winter by placmg 
straw in troughs. 
It is desirable to give 
fowls warm loud in the morning during 
cold Weather. 
Coarse meat, chopped up 
with potatoes and other vegetables, sea­ 
soned with pepper, enriched by tat, and 
warmed oyer the tire, is excellent. If meal 
i- fed it should be thoroughly cooked. It is 
likely that more can be realized from tal­ 
low and other coarse fats by feeding them 
to poultry tLaa by disposing of them in 
any other way. The evcnmgfood of fowls 
may bj whole corn and oats. A supply of 
ehucks and lime, or burned bones and 
charcoal should always be kept in a poul­ 
try house when the weather is so severe 
that fowls cannot run out.

VV itll 
prices below a paying point they will 
naturally become neglectful, their flacks 
will lose Vigor, become diseased, will dwin­ 
dle and die out, aud the owner will end by 
cursing the business which began so fairly 
and ended so miserably. 
Yet no mau who 
has stuck faiihiully to sheep farming for 
any ten years in succession in this coun­ 
try, giviug to them good and constant care, 
has failed to make them pay at least a 
reasonable return tor the work spent upon 
them. 
If those who intend to go into sleep 
raising will content themselves with a few 
auunals to begin with, will go carefully 
aiid deliberately at the work, det rmiutd 
to learn what they do not know oi the de­ 
tails ot the business belore investing large­ 
ly, and then will givu some of their atten­ 
tion to the rai'ing of other stock, they will
